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A POOR PIECE OF PLANNING 
BArID progress is being made with the road improvements for the Festival of Britain 
on the South Bank. These consist principally of roundabouts—two at the ‘‘western”’ 
(Westminster Bridge-road) end and one at the “ eastern ’ (Waterloo-road) end of York- 
road. The first of the former (the Addington-street roundabout) is already in operation, 
while the second (which includes the widening of Lambeth Palace-road) is well in hand. 
The Addington-street roundabout, enclosing a more or less regular block of old buildings, 
is a straightforward piece of planning for traffic circulation and appears to be working 
well. 

At the Waterloo-road end a very different sort of treatment has been adopted. Old 
houses have been pulled down to make way for a diagonal roadway connecting the 
Waterloo-road with York-road thus leaving high and dry two roughly triangular islands 
of old buildings. The diagonal line of the new road has apparently been suggested by 
the railway viaduct to Charing Cross, which cuts across here. Doubtless this piece of 
replanning will be efficient from the traffic circulation point of view, but visually the 
effect is deplorable. It has the sort of shapelessness which we associate with the worst 
kind of Victorian “street improvement.” No doubt these islands of dismal buildings will 
be “ tidied up ” for the Festival, but no amount of tinkering can disguise a fundamentally 
awkward piece of planning. Why has this eyesore been allowed to remain ? All the 
property is old, and while so much else was being acquired and pulled down for the 
Festival this might well have gone also. If it had, it would have been possible to contrive 
a formal open space here which would have added greatly to the dignity of this rather 
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undistinguished part of London. 


We realise, of course, that the full replanning scheme contemplates a ‘‘ repeat ” north- 


ward of this diagonal roadway on to Waterloo Bridge. 


In any case, a huge triangular 


roundabout of the shape proposed at this important junction would be certain to have an 


unhappy visual effect. 


Before we are irretrievably committed to it we suggest that the 


plan should be carefully studied at this point with a view to producing a more regular 


and visually satisfactory layout.

Sculpture in the Home 

“ THE Critics,” in their Sunday morning 
programme, often surprise us with the diver- 
sity of their views on literature and art; 
rarely are they al] in agreement. On Sep- 
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tember 3 they were for once, it seemed, 
unanimous in that none of them wanted 
sculpture in the home—an odd admission, 
surely, from the apostles of culture! While 
they all paid lip service to the attractions 
of “Sculpture in the Home ” exhibition now 
on in London, none seemed to think that 
his home would be a particularly appropri- 
ate repository for any of the exhibits; one, 
in fact, said that he had no home! 

Do “the Critics” represent general opin- 
ion in their lack of desire for domestic 
sculpture? It is more than likely that they 
do. Somehow it seems out of place in the 
home. Even the small head of the infant 
son ‘becomes in time a slight embarrass- 
ment; while the bust of oneself, commis- 
sioned from a hard-up sculptor friend in a 
moment of weakness. is soon relegated to 
the attic. Sculpture for art galleries, muni- 
cipal buildings, schools, memorials and pub- 
lic parks, yes, but not in the home! 


The London Octopus 

A CONTROVERSY is now going on in the 
correspondence columns of “The Times” 
over the building activities of the L.C.C. in 
the Green Belt area. The Council deny 
that any part of the Green Belt itself is be- 
ing built upon but admit, as they must, that 
adjacent land is being used. Whether it 
should be, whatever the housing problem 
of London, is open to question; but the 
obvious fact is that though repeated attempts 
have been made to stop the growth of Lon- 
don, all have failed. All our plans for the 
decentralisation of industry seem to be 
ineffective; factories continue to grow and 
to increase the demand for labour, with its 
inevitable pressure on existing accommoda- 
tion and stimulus towards the provision of 
new housing; in other words, a continuance 
of that urban sprawl which everyone agrees 
is a menace to health, convenience and 
national security and ought to be stopped. 

The advocates of radical measures say 
“Stop the extension of factories in the Lon- 
don area and insist on building in other parts 
of the Kingdom,” but it is doubtful whether 
the problem can be solved by a stroke of 
the pen. Many industrialists bought sites 
in the Greater London area years ago and 
still have areas of land awaiting, or under- 
going, development; it would be manifestly 
uneconomic to waste this land, which is 
often unsuitable for any other form of 
development, to say nothing of the expense 
and inconvenience of providing new factory 
space elsewhere. The problem should have 
been prevented from arising years ago; with 
London still pushing its tentacles out, is it 
now becoming virtually insoluble?

Savings by Direct Labour 


To THE Epitor oF The Builder. 
SIRI do not intend to enter into a dis- 

cussion on whether or not municipal 
authorities are in the habit of issuing pseudo 
reports for the purpose of misleading the 
public, which to my mind is the inference 
of the three letters published in the August 
25 issue of The Builder. It is, however, 
incumbent upon me to join issues with the 
implications, and put right any false impres- 
sions which may have been created. 

All administrative costs, whether direct or 
indirect, are included in the actual costs of 
building houses by the Wolverhampton 
Direct Labour organisation. I might add 
that, additionally to those normally incurred 
by a general contractor, the building em- 
ployees of the Corporation enjoy all the 
additional awards given to the workmen 
engaged in the non-trading establishments, 
i.e., two weeks’ annual holiday, plus six bank 
holidays, full wages when off sick, super- 
annuation schemes, and other benefits, all of 
which are fully loaded into the oncosts which 
in turn are loaded into all actual costs of 
building houses. It is only then that actual 
losses or savings on contractual costs are 
calculated. It will be seen from this that 
5 per cent. saving is net saving, and not 
gross, as suggested by Mr. Percival. 

I would refer Mr. Gardiner to an inde- 
pendent body, the Girdwood Committee, 
which, in that part of its report dealing with 
an analysis of house-building costs. shows 
that materials are double the cost of wages, 
and not an equal division before loading with 
oncosts. I would also remind him that 
municipal accounts and costs can at any time 
be inspected by an independent party, and 
are subject to both internal and external 
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audit. All the items enumerated by 
“ Struggling Contractor,” and more, are in- 
cluded in the actual costs of house building 
by the Direct Labour Department. Further- 
more, in the settlement of variations on the 
Direct Labour building contracts an inde- 
pendent firm of quantity surveyors are em- 
ployed who, I can assure you, are as meticu- 
lous in their measurements and in the scru- 
tiny of final accounts as they are expected to 
be by their professional institute.

Jointing Stoneware Pipes 


To THE Epitor oF The Builder. 
GQ /R—In your issue of September 1, Mr. 
White asks the purpose of tarred 
gaskin. As a sanitary engineer, I would say 
it serves no useful purpose; drain-pipes can 
be laid concentrically without tarred gaskin, 
and much quicker. There is more friction 
set up in a drain caulked with tarred gaskin, 
as the joints cannot be completely filled, 
whereas, if the spigot end of the pipe is 
pressed home into the collar of the next pipe 
in cement and wiped out, there is no ridge 
to cause friction and the passage of the 
sewage is not impeded.

GIR! think most practical men prefer 

that tarred gaskin be used in order 
that the pipe is “ centred” properly and also 
that surplus cement is not forced into the 
drain. As an apprentice I saw pipes taken 
up owing to recurrent blockages which were 
caused by cement droppings or cement 
“ lipping.” Any local authority insisting on 
the omission of the gaskin should include a 
ball test in addition to the normal tests in 
order to safeguard the drain users against the 
odd chance of the drain-layer’s neglect to 
use his cleaning rod, or. in the deep-seated 
bend where the drain-layer cannot or will 
not get his arm down. I have often seen 
a careless labourer or apprentice stand on 
a length of newly jointed pipes, or accident- 
ally cause a clod of earth, or a few bricks, 
or even a wheelbarrow, to fall into a trench 
containing a new drain, thus causing cement 
to be forced into the bore of the pipe.

HIS new canteen was necessitated 


by the need to provide meal relief 


facilities for central bus staff in the 
Vauxhall area, it being impracticable to 
schedule reliefs at any other point ev 
route. The staff of the Divisional 
Office nearby can also use this canteen. 
The Site—Al\lthough well situated 
operationally, the site presented certain 
difficulties in so far as it was constricted 
in area, built up on the sides and back, 
and rights of light and air had to be 
maintained on the south side. These 
disadvantages were overcome by form- 
ing a two-storey front block for the 
dining-rooms and a single-storey kitchen 
with a. kitchen yard which served to 
provide light and air next door. 
Construction—In order to form the 
long windows to give the maximum 
natural light to the dining-rooms, the 
two-storey block was steel-framed whilst 
the kitchen and staircase section were 
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built of brick load-bearing walls. The 
panel walls of the steel frame were of 
134-in. brickwork recessed internally for 
radiators. Kitchen lighting is by means 
of clerestory windows over the lavatories 
and a lantern light. It was found neces- 
sary to underpin the adjoining property 
to form the boiler room under the 
entrance hall. This was completely 
tanked with asphalt, and houses two 
gas boilers. Floors and roofs are of 
precast concrete beams with in situ 
hoods and trimming around exhaust 
vents and light, etc. All roofs are 
insulated with l-in. cork slabbing laid 
on the screed. 


Finishing. — Dining - rooms. Floors 
are finished with 6-in. x 6-in. golden 
brown quarry tiles with 1l-in. cream 
dividing strip. The surround and coved 
skirting are of dark chocolate-coloured 
quarry tiles. The walls are tiled up 
to 7 ft. with alternate stripes of 6-in. x 
6-in. light buff eggshell tiling to 6-in. x 
3-in. light coffee-coloured glossy tiles. 
This was done in order to provide a 
gayer and more interesting finish than 
that of the more orthodox plain tiling. 
The frieze and ceiling to the ground floor 
dining-room is of painted plaster with 
fibrous plaster surrounds to the light 
fittings. The first floor dining-room has 
a suspended ceiling, above which are 
carried various service pipes. 


Kitchen, lavatories and_ stairs.—The 
floors and skirtings are of 4-in. x 4-in. 
light mottled tiles with walls of 6-in. x 
6-in. cream glossy tiles up to 10 ft., 
and painted plaster above. The ceiling 
is suspended. The main vertical ser- 
vice pipe duct, in the corner of the stair- 
case, runs from boiler house to tank 
room. Entries to this are arranged 
from the ground-floor pipe duct, 
behind the service counter and from 
the space above the first-floor false 
ceiling. Light fittings.—Prismatic glass 
light fittings are used throughout all 
the main rooms.

New Equipment on View at Leeds 


ANY new machines and mechanical 
building aids are now on view at 
Hunslet Moor, Leeds, during the Building 
Week, which closes tomorrow, September 16. 
The event is being organised by the Ministry 
of Works in association with-the_leading 
professional and industrial associations. 

Supplies of crawler tractors with bull- 
dozer equipments suitable for the builder 
have been hard to secure lately owing to 
the dollar shortage. The British manu- 
facturer has meanwhile taken the situation 
in hand. Marshall, Sons and Co., Ltd., for 
example, on Stand E14, will be showing the 
British equivalent (Fig. 1) of the American 
class IV tractor. Tractors of German and 
Italian—soft currency—origin will also be 
making their appearance among _ the 
exhibits of H. L. Arnes and Co. (Engineer- 
ing), Ltd., Stand F. 18, and Mackay 
Industrial Equipment, Ltd., Stand D.2, 
recently appointed importing agents for 
Western European tractors. 

Prefabricated hut offices made by the 
Unit Construction Co., Ltd. (Fig. 2) and 
Stephenson Developments (Huddersfield), 
Ltd. (Fig. 3) will be on Stands M.38 and F.1 
respectively. 

Powered hand tools will be well 
represented in one of the main pavilions 
and are likely to be of special interest 
following publication of the Building 
Productivity Team’s Report.
